Group I, claim(s) 1-6 and 21-22, drawn to lactic acid bacteria belonging to Lactobacillus or a 
food composition thereof. 

Group II, claim(s) 7-8 and 19 drawn to a method of making an ingestible support material using 
a Lactobacillus. 

Group III, claim(s) 9-10, drawn to a method of making an ingestible support material using a 
supernatant of a culture of Lactobacillus. 

Group IV, claim(s) 11,13 and 20 drawn to a method of prevention or treatment of a disorder 
associated with diarrhea by administering a strain of Lactobacillus. 

Group V, claim(s) 12 and 14-18, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition containing at least one 
Lactobacillus or a supernatant of a culture thereof. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

First, the inventions of groups I and V and II-IV do not match a permitted category as 
PCT Rule 13.2 does not provide for multiple methods or products in one category. A variety of 
processes and compositions are claimed having distinct properties. For example, groups I and V 
are drawn to include different compositions requiring different levels of purity and/or additional 
requirements for their functional intended use. These groups include one strain or multiple 
strains and supernatants, for example. 

No common inventive concept is shared among groups I through V, since a technical 
relationship is lacking among the claimed inventions involving one or more special technical 
features because Lactobacillus strains capable of preventing colonization of the intestine with 
pathogenic bacteria causing diarrhea are known in the art. See, e.g., WO 00/53200, , Examples, 
or WO 99/29833, Examples, both of record. 
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The requirement of unity of invention is not fulfilled because there is no technical 
relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special 
technical features. The expression "special technical features " means those technical features 
that define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes 
over the prior art. Therefore, a technical relationship is lacking among the claimed inventions 
involving one or more special technical features. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
